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Demand Economies 


State taxes of the average Georgian 
have risen about 400 per cent since 1942, 
State Auditor B. E. Thrasher reports. 
The comparative figures are $18.85 in 
1942 and $86.08 in the fiscal year which 
ended June 30. 

’ {*Comparative spending for the two 
years was $41,017,766 in 1942 and $281,- 
728,149 last year. 

_ If the auditor had wanted to go back 
further, he could have shown that in 
1932 Georgia collected in state taxes a 
total of 23 million. This had to pay the 
cost of all state services—roads, schools, 
hospitals, welfare and higher education. 

The rise in tax collections, of course, 
reflects the improved economic situation 
in the state. In 1932, for instance, per 
éapita income was $189 for each man, 
woman and child in Georgia. Today it 
approximates $1,200. Increased consumer 
incomes are reflected in sales taxes and 
throughout the whole range of receipts. 

The tax increases reflect also the 
demand for more services from govern- 
ment as a result of growth and change. 
They show the effect of industrialization 
and urbanization and the demand for 
more and more trained people in every 
field. Fifty-one per cent of the tax dollar 
goes for schools, the fulcrum on which 
all progress rests. And the youthful popu- 
lation still is increasing. 

The demand for roads is a direct 
result of more and more vehicles that 
have accompanied our changing economy. 
These roads cost money but the motoring 
public demands them and must pay for 
them. 7 

Georgia government is a 300-million- 
dollar operation today. It is financing 
state services on a scale no one dreamed 
of a decade ago. This ever-growing tax 
burden demands stringent economies by 
all state government agencies. 

It would be interesting to know, for 
fnstance, just how many of the recom- 
mended economies of the legislative study 
of last year are being put into effect. 
Perhaps another study is needed to de-} 
termine the answer. 

The Legislature should have closer 
gupervision over how this 300 million 
is spent. Under the present system, the 
Assembly merely rubber stamps the rec- 
ommendations of the governor—any gov- 
ernor—who has almost dictatorial pow- 
ers over the budget. 

Georgians have demanded more serv- 
fces and are paying for them. ‘They de- 
serve, however, to have their money spent 
wisely and without extravagance and 
waste. Above all, they deserve better 
¢han to have it used for patronage pur- 
poses by whichever administration that 
happens to be in power. Every dollar 
should be used to pay for essential serv- 
ices instead of to discharge political 
debts.

Penguins in Georgia? 
It?s Not an Impossibility 


It has been a record-breaking sum- 
mer in Georgia for wildlife, particularly 
of the unusual variety. 

In Coffee County, dogs on the farm 
of Herb Vickers killed an armadillo, cre- 
ating quite a bit of excitement and spec- 
ulation around Douglas. The armadillo 
looks somewhat like a ’possum in a flexi- 
ble shell. The creature is native to Cen- 
tral America and the Southwestern des- 
erts and is not bad eating once you get 
used to the idea. How he got to Coffee 
County is a mystery. Jettisoned by a 
tourist, perhaps. Or maybe he was the 
advance scout of an invasion. After all, 
the boll weevil marched from Mexico 
through Georgia. 

The seas, too, have been full of sur- 
prises. Miss Kappy Jones of Sea Island 
hooked and boated a six-foot, 50-pound 
sailfish while trolling for mackerel off- 
shore. This is the second big sail of the 
season for the area, a fish usually associ- 
ated with more southern waters. 

It’s been a big summer all right. If 
the crops do as well as the wildlife, Geor- 
gia is set for a prosperous fall. 


The M unicipal Airport 


Rates Special Mention 


One of the world’s busiest places is 
the Atlanta Airport. In point of landings 
and departures it ranks number five in 
the nation and is one of the eight in the 
land that last year handled more than 
one million passengers. 

Last .year’s performance is only a 
foretaste of things to come. The travel- 
ing public ed taken to the air with a 
vengeance. d the lines servi At- 
lanta are adding new services ay as 
equipment can be obtained and the fed- 
eral government grants permission.

Re- 
cently it was ranked by a national maga- 
zine with New Orleans and Dallas as 
one of the three most squalid in the 
country. New Orleans, at least, offers 
round-the-clock bar service where puas- 
sengers may blot out the consciousness 
of their surroundings. 

The municipal airport is the busiest 
place in town, with the possible excep- 
tion of the State Farmers Market with 
which it shares more things in common 
than too many people in too small a 
space.

‘New Look’ in Military 
Is as Old as the Nation 


There is considerable talk about fur- 
ther cutbacks in U.S. armed forces, in- 
cluding an over-all reduction in NATO. 
The New York Times reports that the 
total cuts would amount to about 800,- 
000 men, most of them to be withdrawn 
from various overseas bases which have 
cost the American taxpapers billions of 
dollars. 

It is quite difficult to follow the pat- 
tern of thinking now motivating the Pen- 
tagon. It is known that Adm. Radford, 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
is committed to the idea that atomic 
weapons make large forces unnecessary. 
But at the same time, this type of strate- 
gy makes any other than atomic war im- 
possible. 

The admiral finds all members of the 
joint chiefs in disagreement with him. In 
fulfilling the role of policeman, they feel 
there will be many of the “brush fires” 
like Korea in future years. They also feel 
that this type of limited war is prefer- 
able to atomic holocaust. 

In this country’s 175-year history, we 
have fought eight major wars. We began 
each of them almost with bare hands. 
Our military weakness, in fact, invited 
them. 

The Continental Army in the Revolu- 
tion numbered about 9,000 men. We en- 
trusted the freedom it won to a total 
force of 80 men after the Army was dis- 
banded. In the War of 1812, 235,000 men 
were called to duty. In 1815, all but 5,000 
were discharged. 

There were only 200,000 men under 
arms in 1917 and in 1939 there were only 
120,000 regulars on duty. The latter war 
required 10,420,000 men to resolve and 
hundreds of billions of dollars. Even that 
did not teach us a lesson, for in less than 
five years Korea again caught us unpre- 
pared. 

The United States has been through 
the experience eight times and each time 
has paid a costly price. Such a calcu- 
lated risk could be fatal in an atomic war. 

The new strategic reasoning may 
prove to be correct but a look at history 
brings skepticism. It sounds like the same 
old “bring the boys home” and “balance 
the budget” clamor which has cost this 
nation so many lives and so many bil- 
lions in treasure in the past.

GOP ‘Likes’ Eisenhower 
And Kicks Him in Face 


President Eisenhower has had rough 
treatment at the hands of his own party 
at this session of Congress. Except for 
the negative aspects of his program— 
such as defeat of the Hell’s Canyon proj- 
ect—most of his major proposals have 
been turned down by the GOP itself. 

This has caused more and more specu- 
lation by observers about what will hap- 
pen should Eisenhower be elected for a 
second term. Ambitious and cynical Re- 
publicans, they guess, would riddle any 
progressive program of the lame-duck 
President. : 

The GOP is reverting to type. GOP 
congressional leaders told the President 
last week that much of his major legisla- 
tion hasn’t a chance. The school con- 
struction bill is out and a majority of 
Republicans in Congress voted against it. 

Changes in immigration laws have 
been pigeonholed, Except for determined 
Democratic help, the entire foreign aid 
and military programs already would 
have been junked. 

Proposals in the trade field for eas- 
ing of tariff restrictions and more recip- 
rocal agreements have been killed for 
this session. 

Georgia’s Sen. George, a Democrat, {s 
due almost all credit for rescuing Ike’s 
foreign policy and his foreign affairs 
program in Congress. 

There are many other measures re- 
quested by the President which have 
received the cold-shoulder. And the 
blame cannot be placed on the Demo- 
crats. 

Yes, the Republicans like Ike. They 
like him because they can and are using 
him. But the Republican record in Con- 
gress shows they like very few of the 
things he stands for. The party itself is 
reverting to type, the Old Guard typa

Disarmament Agreements? 
Time Is Running Out Fast 


The Disarmament Commission of the United Nations has wound 
up its most recent deliberations and has once again referred the 


problem back to its ‘‘working subcommittee.’’ 


Some little progress 


was achieved at these latest talks, particularly Gromyko’s accept- 
ance of more realistic ceilings on armed forces, but on the whole 
the basic problems remain unsolved. 


If anything, Gromyko’s bitter 
anti-American diatribe and his re- 
jection of President Eisenhower's 
aerial inspection plan may well 
deepen existing pessimism as to 
agreement on the key issue. 

As these deliberations ended in 
New York Soviet Foreign Minister 
Shepilov called in Moscow for an 
end to nuclear weapons tests. Su- 
perficially the proposal is attrac- 
tive, yet even slight analysis shows 
that it affects no basic aspect of the 
problem and can lead to harmful 
illusions. 

Whether or not atomic tests are 
suspended, the nuclear arms race 
continues and the number of 
atomic and hydrogen bombs mounts 
without pause. The basic problem 
is how to stop this and other as- 
pects of the arms race for even 
if atomic tests were halted the 
known technology of nuclear war- 
fare is terrible enough to threaten 
the continuance of life on this 
planet. 

These mounting nuclear stock- 
piles suggest that time is running 
out on the hopes for achieving 
workable disarmament. This is sug- 
gested, too, by the warning given 
by Ambassador John Cabot Lodge 
regarding the looming menace of 
the long - range guided missile 
which, when ¥t is fully developed, 


will put every nation under the 
threat of destruction after no more 
than 15° minutes’ warning. If dis- 
armament is to be realized, it must 
be before these terrible missiles 
are reality. 

The hour is late indeed, and 
time runs swiftly as the scientists 
on both sides race feverishly to 
create these missiles. Surely the 
statesmen concerned with disarm- 
ament—and specifically the Rus- 
sians — owe the world’s people 
a similar feverish concentration 
upon reaching agreement before 
the hour is too late,

Senate Postal Bill 
Faces Tough Fight 


WASHINGTON—If you can remember the 
nickel phone call, the five-cent magazine, the 10- 
cent loaf of bread and the 35-cent haircut, you will 


understand why Postmaster General Arthur Summerfield is battling 
so valiantly for a moderate hike in postal rates. These are all prices 


of nostalgic memory—gone and almost forgotten. 
first-class letter stamp, unchanged since 1932, 


But the three-cent 


is still here. It bears 


no relationship to other prices and to mounting postal costs. 


The post office department is 
asking Congress to raise the first- 
class mail rate from 3 to 4 cents, 
to make air mail 7 cents, to raise 
second-class rates about 120 per 
cent over five years for advertis- 
ing material and 30 per cent for 
editorial and to increase _third- 
class rates 30 per cent. 


The House passed this postal- 
rate bill on an almost strictly 
party-line vote of 217 to 165, with 
most Republicans supporting it 
and most Democrats opposing. 

Now Summerfield is rapping at 
the door of a very preoccupied 
senate — preoccupied with poli- 
tics, with the oncoming conven- 
tions and campaigns, with an 
overriding desire to take off its 
workclothes and adjourn — re 
gardless. There is no reason why 
the. postal bill should create a 
partisan issue, certainly not in the 
Senate, which authorized almost 
exactly these same rates in 1951, 
only to have them die in the 
House. 

Summerfield’s real problem is 
not how to muster support to pass 
the bill in the Senate but how to 
muster enough energy and _ inter- 
est to get the bill to the floor of 
the Senate in these last hectic days 
of preadjournment rush. 

There is a strong case to sup- 
port the postal increases. 

Summerfield is not asking that 
Congress set a new fiscal policy 
for the post office but is asking 
that the post office be re-estab-

This was exposed in the per- 
sonal pressure brought by the 
White House upon senators. on a 
scale not heretofore seen in this 
administration, in the ultimately 
successful effort to swing enough 
votes to defeat the Democratic.

This bill would have authorized 
a government-constructed high 
dam across the Snake River gorge 
along the Idaho-Oregon border for 
production of hydroelectric power, 
flood control, navigation and rec- 
lamation. 


It should finally awaken people 
all over the country to the admin- 
istration’s determination to turn 
over our still-undeveloped water 
resources to the private power 
monopolies, without consideration 
of the public interest and at high 
rates to yield a handsome profit. 

Once again the private power 
barons are back in the saddle here 
in government. 


Coordinating with the White 
House pressure campaign, electric 
utilities conducted a high-powered 
drive in personal contacts with 
senators by telephone, wire and 
letter, beseechig defeat of the bill. 


They rallied behind the corpora- 
tion known as the Idaho Power 
Co., though it is almost entirely 
Eastern-owned, which already has 
started to work on the Snake River 
under a recent license granted by 
the Federal Power Commission, 


lished the way it operated for the 
first 40 years of this century; that 
is, on a nearly pay-as-you-go 
basis. 

From 1900 to 1940 the 
annual postal deficit 
35 million dollars. 

During the past 10 years the an- 
nual postal deficit has mounted to 
about 460 million dollars. 

Those who think of the Eisen- 
hower administration as _ being 
overly deferential to business. may 
be interested to know that it is the 
business users of the post office 
which would pay most of the cost 
of the increased postal revenue. 

Thus, if the letter rate is ad- 
vanced from 3 to 4 cents, 75 per 
cent of the additional revenue 
would come from business users 
of the mails and only 25 per cent 
from individuals for their person- 
al mail. This is because the huge 
postal deficit has to be made up 
out of federal tax revenue and 
over 60 per cent of total federal 
taxes are paid by individuals 
while business pays about 40 per 
cent. 

To pass the postal bill means 
a saving to the average tax- 
payer. 

To sidetrack the postal bill 
forces the average taxpayer to 
continue to pay a subsidy to the 
business users of the mail. 

The passage of this bill, it seems 
to me, would be a contribution to 
a tax cut or to debt reduction — 
or to defense.

comotives and handled 38,000 
freight cars last year.

CAIRO, July 22—It became clearly evident today 
that Egypt had been using inflated reports of Soviet aid 
offers as a grand-slam bluff for Western assistance on 
building the High Dam at Aswan—and that the Soviet 
Union was party to the Egyptian game. 

The last shadow of doubt that 
this was the case was lifted after 
Foreign Minister Dmitri Shepilov 
said in Moscow last night the 
Soviet was not considering any 
offers to help construct the $1,- 
300,000,00 project to harness the 
Nile. 

This was the first time any 
Soviet spokesman had made a 
move to deny or even to qualify 


they had received highly attrac- 
tive offers of help from the 
Soviet for the vast irrigation and 
development project. 

There was never any question 
in the minds of Western diplo- 
mats and observers in Cairo that 
the Egyptians were indeed using 
Soviet aid offers as a bargaining 
weapon to try to get more liberal 
terms from the West for finan- 
cing the High Dam.

Four lifeguards work in al- 
ternate, six-hour shifts.

Youngsters Crowd Side of Pool, Diving Board and Sidelines to View Poolside Movies 
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Day of Miracles J 
Not Over? 


Membets of the board of directors of the Union Mission did an 
unaccustomed thing at their meeting the other day. They sang a 
hymn—and the title of the hymn, significantly aia was “All 
the Way My Savior Leads.’ 

The meeting was in itself unusual for any group of business 
and professional men. It was a mid-day thanksgiving service, 
arranged to express gratitude for the fact that in less than 19 
months the mission has raised $220,000 to pay for its new home at 
54 Ellis St. and is now free of debt! 


“That we have received over and above administrative costs 
approximately the sum of $220,000 in the past 19 months is abun- 
dant evidence of the fact that the ‘hand of God’ Is upon the mission 
for good,”’ said O. J. Parker Jr., of the fund-raising committee. 


I remember when the little mission, striving to move out of 
cramped and dilapidated quarters on Crew street, was in a far 
less happy position than it is today. But James E. Jackson, who 
has served on the board for 14 years, has seen even greater con- 
trast and more progress than that. 


“The Union Mission is a modern-day miracle,” said Mr. 
Jackson firmly. ‘‘We don’t believe much in miracles these days, 
but if you had béen in that bold little group of people that took 
over the defunct rescue mission in May 1942, you would. You'd 
either believe in miracles or think we were all fit subjects for a 
psychiatrist!’’ 

The group of people who were called in to take over the 
dying mission found the administration months behind on pay - 
ments toward the $20,000 mortgage and in debt an extra $8,000. 
The lights were being cut off, the gas bill was unpaid and, as 
Mr. Jackson said, ‘‘there was not a nickel to operate on.”’ 

But somewhere in the group there was tremendous faith that 
Atlanta had a need for the mission and that it had to be saved. 
That faith must have been infectious because it spread from the 
group of directors—ministers, doctors and businessmen—to people 
all over town whose gifts of money and food have poured in 
steadily. 

Since 1943 the mission has set out 1,500,000 meals for down- 
on-their-luck men. Four hundred thousand men have found lodging 
there. Early this summer the mission moved from the tottery old 
Crew street building, which has since been torn down to make 
way for the expressway, and now is at home in the freshly 
painted, remodeled structure once occupied by the Salvation Army. 


Today the mission houses 140 men, including the homeless 
aged who heretofore had no place to go. Three hundred meals are 
served there each month. The building is comfortable and spa- 
cious with adequate fire protection—a great relief to members of 
the board who once had a horrvr that the old Crew street building 
would go up in smoke some night. And it also provides room for 
work and worship for men who are struggling to find themselves 
and to get jobs. 


The mission makes no public campaign for funds, but today it 
has great numbers of faithful, contributing friends and more 
churches include it in their budgets than ever before. 

Dr. William Huck, the director of the mission, was described 
by Mr. Jackson as ‘“‘the only man in the nation who could have 
done the job he has done.’’ 

“I’m just as convinced as I can be that the day of miracles is 
now,’’ Mr. Jackson said.
